Roasted turkey with cranberry chutney, spanakopita; sweet potato mash, roasted broccoli 


esterday evening, I had the distinct pleasure of watching a dress rehearsal of this year’s play, U.S.A. The work is 

extraordinary. A gorgeous, dynamic set, beautiful performances by the entire cast, and a musical score that is by turns 

optimistic and heartbreaking are a few of the elements in store for audiences this week(end). I reached out to our 
own Brian McEleney, the director of the production, and here’s what we got into during our conversation: 


Q: What inspired this year's play selection? 


A: My primary inspiration for choosing USA was Oskar Eustis’ Drew Lecture last summer. His description of community 
participation in the Public Works productions at the Public Theatre was very moving to me, and I set out to find a piece 
that could involve the entire Bread Loaf community. Dos Passos is a writer I have long admired, and thought it would be an 
opportunity to reacquaint this academic community with a master of American modernism whose work has fallen out of 
favor. 


Q: The play, based on John Dos Passos' triptych, was previously adapted for the stage in the 1950s. What was it like re- 


examining the text now? 


A: Dos Passos wrote his USA trilogy during the Great Depression of the 1930's. Although his intent was to capture the 
authentic voice of American citizens at the time and to deliver a sort of living history, we have all been struck by how 
contemporary the issues and events of the play seem in 2016. The plight of immigrants, the struggles of ordinary workers, 








the drumbeat of war, the seductive pull of nationalism, the selfishness of the super-rich ~ all are at the center of American 
political and cultural discourse today. 


Q: One of the wonderful things about our productions here at Bread Loaf is the interfacing between professional actors 


and our student body. Tell us a little about the process of developing the play with this unique cast. 


A: This cast is amazing! Everyone has brought an immense amount of belief and commitment to this project. The 
professional actors of the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble have been inspirational, and members of the Bread Loaf cast have 
stepped up to the plate with such joy and bravery that it is now difficult to see the entire cast as anything but a single 
ensemble. Because of the group nature of the piece, the final product is completely a reflection of the actors, musicians, 
designers and crew that have built it. It is a unique product of all their individual contributions, and I am proud to have 
been in the room with them. 


The play runs Wednesday through Sunday in the Meredith Burgess Little Theatre with performances nightly at 8 p.m.
